After twenty-four hours of Sunday inter- 
tude, not entirely peaceful, the teamsters’ 
strike will be resumed this morning with re- 
doubled force.

“Magnificent Course, Will 


Horses to Run the “Reverse Way” 


New York, April 30.—{Special.}—On 
day Belmont. park, the finest racetrack in 
America, if not in the world, will be threwn 
open to the pubic at a.cost.of pearly $2,000,- 
000. This magnificent plant was named in 
honor of the late August Belmont, father 
of the present chairman of the Jockey club, 
and has been under course of construction 
for two years. } 

It hae been built on most elaborate lines, 
with modern improvements as to many de- 
tails, and when it opens under the auspices 
of the Westchester Racing association the 
popularity of the American turf will be at 
Ite zenith Little else has been talked about 
in the turf world for the last month. Horse- 
men received assurance when Belmont park 
was first planned that they would have some- 
thing in the racetrack Mne far exceeding 
their fondest hopes. Those who have in- 
spected the new race course on Long Island, 
just beyond Jamaica, have pronounced it 
a wonder in every way. 

The regular track, oval in shape is a 
mile and a half in circumference, the largest 
in the try. Inside thie track comes the 
first course, then hase 
course. In addition there is a seven furlong 
straightaway and a circular mile track for 
training purposes making five different 
courses in all. 


Bun the Reverse Way. 

Horses will run the “reverse way.“ or 
from right to left, instead from left to 
right, from the standpoint of spectator. 
This system was in vogue at Monmouth 
park for.a time, but has not been seen on 
metropolitan: tracks since the present racing 
law went into effect. That the “reverse 
system ” will remain a fixture is shown by 
the fact that the buildings all have been lo- 
cated ac ly.
